Minnesota Immigrants for Praser Rivera 

AVe are indebted saj\s the Journal, to Mr 
Charles Qoodricb for the following informa- 
tion in regard to the immigration from the 
Nortwcstern States via Saskatchewan to 
Frazer ltiver. He informs us, that after 
the pioneer party had left them at Pembina 
to nmlce their outfit, that they wore delayed 
five weeks through the rascality of the man 
■who had promised to outfit them for the 
trip. They were indebted, he says to the 
officers of the Hudson Hay Company at the 
fort for many acts of kindness. They start- 
ed late in the spring, and reached tlie foot 
of the Rooky Mountain on the 1st July, and 
came up with a party of four that had 
wintered at the Red Kiver Settlement. On 
the id duly they entered Sinclair Pass — 
after 28 days travel they arrived at To- 
bacco Plains, and met there a party of fif- 
teen that had also wintered at Ked River 
— this party struck for the head waters of 
the Missouri, and came through the Moun- 
tains at the Boundary Line Pass. Tlioy re- 
port that' there were about 150 that had 
wintered at 7fed River, destined for the 
golden fields of the Washington Territory 
and Frazer Riycr. The winter in that lat- 
itude was very severe, anil in consequence 
they experienced some hard times. They 
were not annoyed by the Indians on the 
route, hut on the contrary met .with marked 
consideration, being supplied gratuitously 
with fresh meat on several occasions ; they 
spesk in unbounded terms of the hospi- 
tality of the Koottonais at the Tobacco 
Plains; these Indians in addition to sup- 
plying them with provisions, furnished 
them with fresh horses for their jaded ones. 
Mr. (i. states that the distance from St. 
Paul, Minn., to Fort Edmunton, on the 
Saskatchewan, by an odometer, is 1,237 
miles. 

Mexico. — By the steamer llabana at New 
Orleans from Minatitlun, news hud been re- 
ceived of the robbery of the California pas- 
sengers on the Isthmus. The mails were 
cut open six miles from the town of 'J'ehu- 
antopec, Miramon has dissolved his Cabi- 
net. Marquosa. has revolted against Mira- 
mon, but tlie Liberals are besieging Mar- 
qfiffnsn, in Gaudoinjdra. The Archbishop 
of Mexico, has excommunicated the liberal 
party. General Noll has been defeated it 
Tommaulijias, losing all his artillery. Do- 
collado has assumed the command of the 
Liberal army, lie promises to take the 
capital by October. Ho wants three mil- 
lions, in money and forty thousand men. 
The decree against the 'Church is being 
excuted. Bonds of matured debt has raised 
10 per cent. 



House of Commons— Thursday SOtli July. 

Supi'ia*.— At tlie morning Sitting the 
House went into Committee of Supply. 

On tho vote of £42,998 for British Co- 
lumbia. 

Mr! Williams expressed his astonish- 
ment at the magnitude of the vote and dep- 
recated the constant accession of new colo- 
nies to our rule. This was part of an old 
colony, and X -12,(100 odd pounds seemed to 
be an extraordinary sum to start with. 

Mr. Adderly asked bow much the colony 
bad raised by customs, land sales and 
mining licenses. The colony ought very 
soon to defray its expenses out of these rev- 
enues. A colony of which he had been 
one of tlie founders— that of the Canterbu- 
ry, Now Zealand — had never cost this coun- 
try a farthing from first to last : and he 
saw no reason why British Columbia might 
not he established tipon the same principle. 
Next year ho should ask the IIouso not to 
allow this vote. 

Mr. 0. FortOBCUO said the liability of this 
vote was incurred by the late gove/utnont. 
The Colonial office had received no infor- 
mation from the governor later than last 
February. Tlie income of the colony then 
amounted to £23,000 and the expenditure 
to £25,000 but the governor anticipated 
sales of land to the extent of £10,000 
which would then leave a large balance in 
favor of the colony. Tho chief defect that 
existed in this colony was the want of effi- 
cient communication, and this defect the 
governor was endeavoring to remedy as 
well as to develops the gold resources of 
the country, lie had been warned by the 
authorities at home that ho must not look 
to the Imperial Parliament for a continu- 
ance of the grant. 

On the vote of ^2 1,758 for the governors 
of tho West India and other colonies, 

Mr. W. "Williams said that, now the trade 
was thrown open the colonies should sup- 
port themselves. Some of the Australian 
colonies were included in this vote. He 
should move that the vote be reduced 
by .CI, SOU being the amount of the salary 
paid to the Qovernor of Western Aus- 
tralia. 

Annexation ok Maine to Canada. — The 
Montreal Pilot wants to acquire the State 
of Maine and says: ''Portland will sail 
have to be our Atlantic terminus for the 
season, and we may now feel more than 
ever the effects of that stupidity, which in 
settling the boundaries between tin; United 
States and Canada M as the means of de- 
priving US of what should have been ours 
— the through right of passage to the sea- 
board, livery now and then Cousin Jona- 
than is fond of twitting us about our an- 
nexation preolivitics, and the certainty that 
one day Canada will become part and par- 
cel of the United States. There are many 
wonders, no doubt looming in the distance, 
but we do not think this is likely to be one 
of them. If Canada could, however, by 
annexation, purchase or in any other way 
acquire possession of the State of Maine — 
which of right. ought yfj have been ours — 
it would conduce largely, and would add 
materially to our prosperity and wealth."

HOUSK OF ASSEMBLY. 

Tuesday, Sopt. 27. 

Mr. Skinner gavo notice that lie would 
introduce a bill for tliu Protection of 
Wooden Bridges, in Vancouver Island and 
its dependencies. 

A bill to increase the representation of 
the people in Vancouver Island, passed a 
second reading; also, a bill to amend the 
Bepresentation (Elective Franchise.) Also, 
bill for the Registration of Voters. 

Mr Yates moved that the Franchise Bill 
be postponed for one week. Since the 
present House was elected, the population 
had largely increased, and he thought it 
necessary to allow sufficient time for to 
hear the views of the country, before the 
bill was passed. His motion was agreed 
to. 

The Registration of Voter's Bill, and 
the bill to increase the representation were 
mado the order of the day for Thursday 
next. 

« Royal Hospital. 

Mr. McKay moved that the IIoust go 
into Committee to provide ways and means 
for the support of the iioyal Hospital. 
Messrs. l'emberton and Yates opposed 
doing any further business till the Fran- 
chise Bill was passed. The motion was 
carried. 

Mr. McKay moved that the House re- 
commend the Governor to appropriate the 
surplus moneys in the Harbor Master's 
department, for the support of the Hos- 
pital. 

Mr. Yates would like to know whether 
the House had any thing to do with that 
fund ? His Excellency had informed them 
that tho House had control over no fund 
except that derived from licenses. If he 
Ju.d given S-000 without consent of this 
House, he could give more. 

The Speaker thought the hon. member 
was not strictly correct. He would give 
£250 from the general fund ; and as the pa- 
tients in the Hospital were from British 
Columbia, he thought the head-money col- 
lected there should be appropriated for its 
support. He moved, — " that the House is 
of opinion that it would be right and pro- 
per to subscribe the sum of .£250 to the 
Zi'oyal Hospital, and that such subscription 
should be paid out of the revenue of the 
Colony." 

Mr. Yates supported tho motion, as an 
act of humanity. Passed. 

Address to the l)ukc of Newcastle. 

Z'ho Speaker moved an address to 
tho Duke of Newcastle, praying that the 
House of Assembly bo authorised to es- 
tablish a land system for this Colony. He 
proposed sending with it, the petition of 
the inhabitants of Victoria, addressed to 
the House in July last, respecting n re- 
duction in the price of land. After some 
discussion, the address passed. 

Tho House adjourned to meet at 11 A.M. 
Thursday. 

Tornado at Prince Edward's Island, — 
The Prince Edward's Island Examiner de- 
scribes the tornado of 5th Augustas the 
most terrific ever known in the island, tear- 
ing up strong trees and doing much dam- 
age to property. A number of boats in tho 
harbor were upset, one of which contained 
Fred. Goodwin, son of Hon. G. R. Good- 
win, formerly collector of Charlottetown, 
and a Miss Moloney, who wore both 
drowned. Several other cases of drown- 
ing are reported, and a vessel is reported 
to have gone down with all on board, con- 
sisting ' t of seven persons. The Examiner 
has fears also for the safety of the fishing 
vessels, of which there were a largo num- 
ber out. A telegraphic despatch was re- 
ceived at Charlottetown from New Bruns- 
wick, giving notice of tho storm twenty 
minutes before it burst upon them. 

The London Chronicle says: ''We 
can state on tho authority of ft private let- 
ter from India, that tho Maharajah of 
Cashmere is forwarding as a present to her 
Majesty a most costly shawl tent, which 
will contain moreover a bedstead of solid 



Two Days Later from Europe. 

By the arrival of the Fpnoood wo have 
St, Louis dates to August 29th, Liverpool 
to 17th, and Cork to 18th. 

The Zurich Conference had made no 
progress in arranging the terms of peace. 

TKo departure of tho Great Eastern for 
Portland has been postponed till, the 15th 
September. 

The Grand Duke of Tuscany had arrived 
at Paris and was received frankly by the 
Emperor. 

All the warnings to the French News- 
papers had been withdrawn. 

A great fire had occurred in Liverpool, 
destroying a largo quantity of cotton and 
grain. 

The military fete at Paris on tho entry of 
Napoleon proved to be a very grand affair. 
The troops were headed by the Emperor, 
and the display made wus most imposing 

Tho Emperor has granted a full amnesty 
to all political offenders. 

A Te Deum took place in Paris on the 
15th, in honor of the fete Napoleon. All 
the plenipotentiaries and members of the 
Federal Council were present. 

Tho Paris correspondent of the Daily 
News assorts that the Zurich Conference is 
a dead lock. The Emperor Nnpolcon ex- 
hibited symptoms of annoyanco at the con- 
duct of the Court of Vienna, and the recent 
articles in tho Paris journals in praise of 
Kossuth and Garribaldi are attributed to 
this feeling. 

The grand military spectacle, which had 
been prohibited in tho Paris theatres out 
of consideration for Austrhi, has been per- 
mitted to re-appear. 

The ministerial journal of Vienna insists 
very strongly on tho stipulations at Villa- 
franca being carried out at Paris. 

Tho rumored lied republican movement 
in Parma is contradicted. 

Marshal Pellissier is seriously ill. A 
heart complaint says the Court Journal, is 
the cause. 

The Lord Chancellor read the Queen's 
speech* prorogucing Parliament. She re- 
grets that the interruptions during the 
session have prevented many important 
measures from being carried, and hopes 
for early consideration at the next session. 
Tho war in Italy having been concluded, 
England has been invited to take part in 
the Conference of the great powers should 
one be held, but there is not sufficient in- 
formation on this subject to admit of a 
definite reply. She would rejoice at being 
able to contribute to arrangements to serve a 
peace. She hopes that the direct communica- 
tion with Pekin will prove beneficial. She 
hopes for a continuance of the existing am- 
icable relations with all powers; rejoices 
at the complete suppression of the Indian 
rebellion, and promises her serious atten- 
tion to the internal improvement of India. 
She gladly assents to the bills providing for 
the naval and military reserves, anil re- 
gards permanent national defences as of 
paramount importance. The remainder of 
tho speech is congratulatory on tho pros- 
porityof the nation.
